Lightfoot Again Talks Perjury
and Is Answered by

Cathcart.

Ju'Illv Cooper yesterday morning
sentenced Nakamura and his seventeen
Japanese associates, convicted last
week of jiainl'ilinjj. This is the case in
which Attorney Lijrhtfoot accused Chief
of Detectives MeDufiie and Otiicer Kel-let- t

of perjuring themselves on the wit-
ness stand. In his argument before
Judge Cooper yesterday Lightfoot made
his charges agairistt. he police more defi-

nite, and in addition spoke disparag-
ingly of the jury for its methods of
arriving at a verdict.

"1 and my son are smarting from
this verdict,"" said Lightfoot. "We
went where Melhilbe was and looked
through the knothole the same as he
did, and, having seen, know that his
testimony that he saw them gambling
was absolutely false anil perjury. I
don't believe that the honorable court
believes these defendants guilty upon
the testimony of those two ofticers."

City and County Attorney Cathcart
addressed the court. "It would be un
fair-,- he said, 'to these two officers
should I sit here and listen to the coun
sel for the defense pouring out the vials
of his wrath against them and make no
reulv. lie calls McDutlie that fellow
McDuftie. I do not think that counsel
should lose his temper and call others
names or brand them as perjurers in the
open court. 1 believe that the verdict
of the jury in this case is in accordance
with tne testimony given.

"The testimony of these oflicers was
given in good faith and the material
facts are true. These otlicers need no
vindication at my hands their work
sneaks for itself."

Two of the Japanese withdrew their
appeals and accepted sentence; two
were found guilty by tne jury; tnree
were fined and costs, and eleven
were fin it! $7 ami costs. The case will
probably Ijo appealed to the supreme
court.
